between the drive coil and magnetic pole, fixed to said magnetic pole and 
connected with the drive coil by opposite phase so as to yield the smallest 
inductance and equivalent excitation of opposite phase, as specifically 
constructed and connected with the other elements recited in claims 5, 6, 7 and 
10.
